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,. As a substitute for ezg-whites, dissolve a 
tablespoonful of gelatine (powdered) in. two 
tablespoonfuls of hot—not  boiling—water. 
Leave till cold; and then use in exactly the 
same way. as you would the white of egg. 

In cake-making, use one egg and a table- 
spoonful of vinegar in place of two eggs. 

In preparing scrambled eggs, fine bread- 
crumbs may be used to increase the quantity. 

When making rissoles, bind them with an 
ounce of fat, mixed with an ounce of flour 


an egg for that purpose. 

Treacle mixed with milk can take the place 
of an egg in making steamed puddings. 

If an egg has a very thin shell, or is 
chipped and is likely to crack when being 
boiled. add a-few drops of vinegar to the 
hot water. 

Vinegar is also useful in poaching eggs. 
A teaspoonful helps to set the white and 
keeps it from’ spreading.

Easier Puddings. 


To. the housekeepers November brings 
anvther very necessary task—namely, the 
making of the Christmas plum - puddings. 
The majority: of recipes improve with keep- 
ing, so, taken all round, the earlier the 
pudding is prepared the better. Stoning 
the raisins used to be a very messy 
job,’ but now most people use the Sun- 
maid variety, which are sold ready to use. 

Here is a really good recipe, which is well 
worth trying :— 
24lbs. Sunmaid raisins , 
bib. currants. 
ilb. mixed peel. 
14lb. suet. 
lilbs. en 
1 sliced ap 
$lb. mince a 
1 dozen eggs. 

Finely chop the suit and peel, and mix all 
dry ingredients in a large bowl. Add the 
well-beaten, eggs and brandy. If the” mix- 
ture is not moist enough a little stout may 
be added. Press the mixure into pudding 
cloths, and boil for six hours. After boiling 
hang immediately, and allow to drain. 

When Christmas Day eomes the pudding 
should be plunged into boiling water, and 
allowed to boil for two. hours. Serve then 
with plenty of brandy sauce, for which white 
sauce may be substituted if desired.

The rules of the Crusade forbid the use of 
dresses shorter than four inches below the 
knee, or cut in suggestive styles, or too low 
in the neck for modesty, and sleeves which 
do not cover half the upper arm, or materials 
of a transparent nature. 

\s regards deportment, the Crusade sets 
itself against immodest postures, loud talking 
or laughter in public, and coarse or irreverent 
exciamations. 

Members are to abstain from alcoholic drink 
ii dances or entertainments, improper cinema 
shows, etc.; immodesty in sea bathing, im- 
proper dances or all-night dances without 
proper supervision. Smoking is forbidden, 
and those who belong to the Crusade are 
requested to wear their badges habitually. 

‘nce its formation the Crusade has 
achieved a membership of close on nine 
thousand, and it includes names from 
England, Scotland, Wales, and the Con- 
tinent, India and America.

oud be reasonable to grant exemptions only 
on the condition that the mill-owners under: 
‘ook to protect the fish in their waters from 
poachers, and especially their own workers 

"he Inspector pointed out that there were 
several closing dates in the district. and sug- 
sested a uniform one—say, the 20th October 
—Wwhich would stop some of the poaching 
going on, as fish poached in a closed river 
were sold as fish from a still open river. 

Referring to the Lough Neagh pollen 
fisheries, he said that the catches had been 
small, and the shipments much below the 
average. ‘ 

Owing to the ‘heavy floods, flaxwater pollu- 
tion did comparatively little harm, and only 
‘lew prosecutions were necessary, fines from

It may be quite true, as Mr. Mercier 
suggests, that if the proposal were put on 
the market as a speculative one, they 
would have difficulty in finding subscribers. 


Money for the purpose will have to be 


raised on the Board’s present resources. 


But there are other matters to be con- 
sidered, and the benefits to be derived by 


the port do not end with the mere rent of 
the reclaimed land. Not alone will the 


Board’s income be increased, as well as 
wharfage dues and other’ port charges on 
goods and vessels, but once the scheme is 


completed and the -sites taken up, a con- 
siderable amount of additional employ- 
ment in the city can be provided. 
Already negotiations are pending 
between the Board and the Russian Oil 
Products, Ltd., for a suitable site, and 
there is a feeling among the majority of 
members that in time the scheme will 


prove to be one of the greatest assets that 


the city possesses. Over one hundred and 
fifty acres are being reclaimed, and wharves 
will be constructed for heavy draught 
ships. A frontage one hundred feet wide 
will be available for public use, with space 
for road and raifway. 


SCHOOL MEALS SCHEME. 


On the grounds that the present pro- 
cedure is inequitable and unsatisfactory, 
the Department of Local Government and 
Public Health has recommended that Cork 
should adopt the Dublin method of pro- 
viding meals for school children in Cork. 
The grant in Cork at present is distributed 
on the basis of a return by the school 
authorities, showing the attendances of 
necessitous children, but. it is suggested 
that the figures might bear no relation to 
the total number of meals supplied, and 
this should be the governing factor in the 
allocation of the grant. If the suggested 


capitation allowance were fixed at 1d., a 


minimum standard for the meals should 
be settled, and the arrangement of con- 
tracts would result in substantial economies 
as compared with the present system, and 
would permit of an adequate meal being 
provided at that figure. 

The members of the local School Meals 
Committee, however, are not in favour of 
any departure from the present system. 
When the matter was discussed at their 
last meeting it was stated that the grant 
of 1d. would be quite inadequate, as it 
would enable only 106 meals to be given, 
though there were 200 school days in the 
year. Mr. KE, Sheehan said that the 
circumstances in Dublin were quite 
different from those in Cork. In Dublin 
they had exceptional] distress caring the 
winter months only, but it had been found 
since the scheme was started in Cork that, 
following the Great War and the unsettled 
period in Ireland, the distress here had 
become chronic. 

Last year the cost of meals to school- 
children in Cork amounted to £1,500, one- 
half of which was contributed by the 
Corporation, the remainder being raised 


aerodrome is unrivalled in the South of 
Ireland, and will compare very favourably 
with any other in the Free State. 

Speaking at a recent meeting of the 
local Urban Council, Mr. W. J. M‘Carthy 
said that recent developments in aviation 
portended that they were on the threshold 
of a permanent and definite system of 
civil and commercial flying, in which the 
Free State must naturally participate. As 
a consequence, stations for the landing 
and departure of aircraft would have to 
be provided. On his proposal the members 
adopted a resolution calling upon the Air 
Ministry to take into sympathetic con- 
sideration the possibility of further de- 
veloping Fermoy Aerodrome. “*% 1s the 
plain duty of the Government,’’ %e added, 
“to restore whenever possible, and when 
the opportunity arises, some of the lost 
resources of our town.” 


MOUNTAIN DWELLERS. 


Appalling conditions of housing in wild 
mountainous districts of County Cork were 
described by Mr, Con. Meaney at the last 
meeting of the County Council, when he 
moved a resolution requesting the Govern- 
ment to make a free grant of £150 under 
the housing schemes to owners of small 
agricultural holdings to enable them to 
build suitable houses. The majority of 


descendants of those whose lands had been 
confiscated, and they lived in what, in 
reality, were one-roomed houses, with but 
a single small window “not much larger 
than the porthole of an armoured cer.” 
An up-to-date farmer, he added, would 
not house his pigs in such a house, while 
no man calling himself a sportsman would 
kennel his cur dog, not to say his game, 
in similar conditions. The extreme poverty 
of the people prevented them from taking 
advantage of the present housing schemes, 
and for this reason he suggested that the 
Government should be requested to double 
the present grant in the case of such 
applicants, the County Council to make 
a similar increase in their grant to enable 
them to build houses suitable for human 
habitation. The resolution was adopted. 


GAELIC MOVEMENT IN LIMERICK. 


Addressing the members of the Limerick 
branch of the Gaelic League during the 
past week. Lord Ashbourne challenged the 
view of those who hold that the Irish 
language would be a hindrance to the 
advancement of the Trish boy or girl who 
emigrated to America or elsewhere. Im- 
pressing upon his listeners the necessity 
for organising and for spreading their 
ranks, he said that the Gaelic League was 
more necessary in the Irish language 
movement to-day than it ever had been, 
but it wanted a driving force behind it. 
This fact had been admitted to him in an 
interview with one of the heads of their 
educational authorities. Without that 
driving force those responsible could do 
but little. He made a special appeal for 
increased support for goods of Irish manu- 
facture, which had been a prominent 
feature of the Gaelic movement since its 


inception.

SEQUEL IN DUNDALK 
DISTRICT COURT 

An exciting race between a Civic Guard 
superintendent and the driver of a bus was 
described at Dundalk District Court when 
Henry Pentony, of Drogheda, was prosecuted 
by Superintendent Feore with driving a bus 
in a negligent manner and to the danger of 
the public.

He followed 
the ’bus some distance, and when it stopped 
tu pick up a passenger witness jumped on the 
footboard and demanded the name of the 
driver. The door was slammed in his face, 
and the ’bus drove off.

Mr. H. C. O'Doherty, for the defendant, 
said that he did not seek to justify in law 
the acts of the defendant. He admitted that 
he had acted wrongly; but it was under 
provocation, due to the plaintiff remaining on 
in the house after he had served notice on 
the landlord, thereby rendering him liable for 
rent. .

Preaching yesterday in All Saints' Church, 


memoration of ita centenary, the Bishop of 
Limerick (Dr. H. V. White) took for his 
text Joel 1I., verse 28—‘‘ Your old men 
shall dream dreams; your young men shall 
see visions.’’ .Your life is more than a suc- 
cession of momentary sensations and thoughts, 
the preacher said. It is a growing spiritual 
organism. Our present is gone as soon as it 
is experienced, like the shadow of a cloud 
flitting across the mountain side. The pre- 
sent means little apart from memories and 
expectations. It is by our dreams and our 
visions that we live. To lose memory would 
almost mean the loss of personality. To lose 
the visions which spring from faith would 
almost imply death of the spirit. 

What is true of us men and women, one 
by one, is true of nations and churches. The 
experiences and memories enshrined in his- 
na are mighty influences for good and 
evil. . . Visions.are hildish, not childlike, 
if the past, with its warnings and encourage- 
ments, is ignored. So it is with the Church 
of God. One of the chief uses of that divine 
library which we call the Bible is that it puts 
before us the story of God’s dealings with 
a children, and of their response or neg- 
Oct. sc . « 

To-day we thank God for the witness to 
things of the spirit borne in this parish, and 
in this church, for one hundred years. That 
is a brief time in the history of our country, 
but the changes have been great—great in 
public affairs, but perhaps greater in our 
Church life. Bishop Jebb, speaking in the 
House of Lords in 1824, said that in six of 
the Dublin churches the total average attend. 
ance on Sunday morning was over nine 
thousand; and that in St. Peter’s Church, 
then the parish church of a huge district, 
there had been on the previous Easter two 
thousand communicants, and that the collec- 
tions on that day came to £520. 

We cannot to-day approach to figures like 
that. But in the general life of our people 
of all creeds the changes have been almost 
wholly for the good. ou are often horrified 
by Dublin slums to-day, but we have nothing 
to equal the squalor and misery of thousands 
of the citizens when this ¢hurch was con- 
secrated. Right through the country, then 
and for many succeeding years, numbers of 
our clergy were practically at war with their 
parishioners, from whom they had to get 
their tithes, or starve.

To-day, in looking 
back, we connect its history with two 
names— William Maturin and Henry Hogan— 
and the active lives of those two men more 
than cover a century. The latter left us 
so recently that we almost feel that he is 
with us—as, indeed, we may believe that he 
is in spirit. The former was ordained in 
1931, and, therefore, had reached manhood 
when this church was built. I knew them 
both. Dr. Maturin was a great teacher, in 
the fulness of his powers, when I, as a college 
student, listened here to his noble sermons, 
and came within the influence of his striking 
personality. 

Henry Hogan, his colleague, was many 
vears his junior, but so many years my senior 
that when in the closing years of his life I 
became Dean of the Cathedral where he did 
fine and long service as Precentor, it seemed 
strange to me to be in any sense a leader of 
one from whom I learnt much in my student 
days. The memories of Henry Hogan and 
of our dear friend, Joseph Bewley, are not 
only fragrant in this place, but are so vivid 
even for young people that I need not remind 
you of their faithful service and their spiritual 
charm. 

THE REV. WILLIAM MATURIN. 

To most of you, however, the name of 
William Maturin is like that of a figure in 
ancient history, and it is fitting that to-day a 
few words should be spoken by one who re- 
members him clearly, of the man to whom, 
more than to anyone else, this church owes 
its place in Dublin Church life. 

He was a truly great preacher. In the 
opinion of Dr Mahaffy, he stood well above 
his fellows in Ireland. He had not only the 
ethos and presence of an orator, but the 
sound learning and earnest convictions, which 
forced one to think while he spoke, rather of 
the message than of the man. . . . Though in 
some respects the methods adopted here in 
public worship seemed to many Dublin 
Churchmen questionable novelties, and though 
his adoption of them shut him out from the 
preferment that came fo contemporaries ín 
every way his inferiors, yet no one had less 
of the revolutionary temper. He was 
essentially a conservative in religion. Indeed 
one might describe him as rigid to the verge 
of intolerance in opposing even the begin- 
nings of modern eschatology, of Biblical 
criticism, of the applications to religion and 
to anthropology of the scientific conclusions 
connected with the name of Charles Darwin. 
His whole outlook was very much that. of his 
older contemporaries, Alexander Knox and 
John Jebb, two Irish precursors of the Oxford 
movement connected with the names of 
Newman, Keble and Pusey. . . . 

When I think of this church as it was then. 
when I came to it in the early ’seventies, I 
remember, even more vividly than the 
rector’s fine sermons, the atmosphere of quiet 
devotion. One always felt that one was in

DUBLIN HOUSING WORK. 


CITY ARCHITECT’S STAFF. 


Mr. Seamus Murphy presided at a Special 
meeting of the Dublin City loners 
last Saturday in the City Hall. * 

A report from Mr. Commissioner Hernon 
stated that the City Architect had to have 
the professional staff of his ‘départment 
augmented from time to time to tope with 
the increasing housing activity. Two fully 
qualified architects and One draughtsman had, 
with the sanction of the Local Government 
Department, been maintained. so. far on a 
temporary basis. This arrangement could no 
longer be continued, as the Minister for Local 
Government had been advised that a 
ments of this nature must be made by the 
Local Appointments Commission. The posi- 
tion at present is that contracts for 535 
houses at Drumcondra are being completed, 
contracts for 480 houses at Emmet road are 
in progress, and arrangements are at present 
being made for the opening up in 1929 of a 
further building programme, and, as it is 
imperative that a further building programme 
shall be maintained for many years to come, 
it is clear that professional assistance, to the 
extent here mentioned at least, will be re- 
quired for a definite period, he recommended 
that steps be taken immediately to have the 
three positions mentioned filled permanently 
on the following terms:—Salary of two 
architects, £280 per aunum, with annual in- 
crements of £15 to £400 per annum, plus the 
cost of living bonus; salary of draughtsman, 
£170 per annum, annual increments £10 to 
£250, plus cost of living bonus; age in each 
case not to exceed 35 years. It was recom- 
mended that the services of the present 
occupants of the positions named (Messrs. H. 
G. Simms, R. 8. Lawrie, and J. D. Doyle) 
be continued. The rates of remuneration of 
these officers are £3 8s. and £5 5s. per week 
respectively. 

The report was approved. 

It was also decided that the services of 
Mr. J. B. McMahon and Mr. J. J. O’Brien 
as temporary quantity surveyors be retained, 
their salary being £8 8s. and £5 5s. per week 
respectively. 

Dr. Dwyer submitted a report showing that 
£24,454 had been expended on buildings con- 
nected with the Carnegie Welfare Centre. 
This included Messrs. Betkett’s contract. 

22,900; architect’s fees, £1,145, and salary 
of clerk of works for 65 weeks, £409 10s. 

This report was approved. 

It was decided, at the request of Mr. TB. E. 
O'Carroll, Technical Education Department, 
to realise so much of the technical education 
funds invested in the Irish National Loan as 
will produce £3,070, for the purpose of the 
day apprentice scholarship scheme.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CHURCHES, 


_ “Everlasting Puhishment”’’ was the sub- 
ject. of the Lesson-Sermon in all Churches 
of Christ, Scientist, yesterday. The Gol- 
den Text, was: ‘‘ The hope of the righteous 
Shall be gladness; but the expectation of the 
wicked shall perish ” (Proverbs 10-28). 
Among the citations which comprised the 
Lesson-Sermon were the following from the 
Bible: “ The integrity of the upright shall 
guide them; but the perverseness of trans- 
gressors shall destroy them. Riches profit 
not in the day of wrath; but righteousness 
delivereth from death.

| THE ART OF SPEECH - 


TRAINING. 


TEACHING THE CHILD. 


A lecture on “The Art of Speech Train- 
ing ” was delivered by Miss Marjorie Gullan, 
Principal of the Polytechnic School of Speech 
Training, London, and founder of the London 
and Glasgow Verse-Speaking Choirs, in the 
Church of Ireland Training College, Dublin, 
last Saturday evening. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M.A., Chief Inspector, 
who presided, said that he came largely to 
commend the enterprise of the College in pro- 
viding an opportunity like that for the 
students. ‘Lhese lectures were valuable as 
interludes to relieve routine, and helped very 
largely in the formative work of a college 
like that. Their department was contem- 
plating the makmg of such _ lectures an 
integral part of the training. The subject of 
the present lecture was of interest not only to 
those of them who were interested in educa- 
tion, but to a much wider circle. Miss 
Guilan was the pioneer of what they might 
call the new culture; her aim was to obtam 
a wider diffusion of the cultural influence of 
fine literature and pcetry. 

Miss Gullan, in the course of her lecture, 
said that they heard a good deal of the 
melody of the singing voice, but did not 
realise in the least the capacity of the speak- 
ing voice, 
That was the artistic side; and on tho 
utility side they had not thought of the 
dfference it meant in a child’s career for it 
to speak intelligibly, so that everyone could 
hear and understand perfectly well and to 
express ‘itself perfectly well. It was im- 
portant to get the child first of all to express 
itself intelhgibly and with approximation to 
standard English, so that it would ae undes- 
stood all over the world where Meclish wis 
spoken, and not to speak a dialect only. 
The child should make the best of its voice 
as an instrument of speech, because, aiter 
all, everyone must speak, and the instrument 
should be used in such a way that one 
made the best use of it. 

The . lecturer showed how jingles and 
nursery rhymes were taught as illustrative 
of the realm of speech. 


COMPETITION WITH 
TRAM SERVICE.

THE BELFAST DIFFICULTY 
ENDED. 

As the result of negotiations which have 
been going on for a fortnight, the Belfast 
Corporation and the owners of omnibuses, 
which have for some months been plying in 
the city, greatly reducing the Corporation 
Tramway earnings, have reached an agree- 
ment, under which the whole of the inde- 
pendent *buees will cease to carry purely city 
traffic. 

When the “buses commenced to cater for 
city passengers the Corporation framed by- 
laws, which, the ’bus owners declared, would, 
if sanctioned, have driven them entirely off 
the etreets. There was a prolonged official 
inquiry, and the Home Office decision was 
expected daily, when the. Corporation - re- 
quested that it should be withheld pending 
negotiations which were then proceeding 
between tie Tramway Committee and the 
"bus owners. The later stages of the negotia- 
tions were carried on with the full cognisance, 
and sometimes in the presence, of the Minister 
for Home Affairs, Sir Dawson Bates. 

The agreement stipulates, in effect, that 
city traffic «hall be carried on solely bv 
Corporation vehicles—trams or *buses—and 
that there shall be concessions to the "bus 
owners in the way of improved parking 
facilities, stopping places, etc., for ‘buses 
coming from or going to the country. The 
agreement has not yet been signed; but it has 
heen accepted by a meeting of the ‘Bus 
Owners’ Association, and, when it is finallv 
completed. the Corporation will withdraw 
their proposed by-laws, substituting others of 
a less onerous nature.

“The Spectator.’ 


Last week was published the centenary 
issue of The Spectator. ‘A good book,”’ 
said Milton, “is the precious life-blood 
of a master spirit. As good almost. kill a 
‘man as kill a good book.” May not the 
same be said of a good newspaper or 
review? In days when every bookstall is 
laden with a mass of flashy prints, and 
when the multitude seems to read, less for 
instruction or amusement than as a means 
to escape: from thought, it is not wholly 
easy to conceive how considerable and how 
wholesome a part in national life has. been 
played by such publications as The Times 
and The Spectator. Five men have sat in 
The Spectator’s editorial chair—Rintoul, 
Hutton, 
succeeded by Mr, . Evelyn Wrench 
two years ago. Their part has been 
to hold the balance among the - minds 
of contributors who numbered many of the 
most noted writers of the last and the 
On the cover of last week’s 
issue appear the portraits of Jane Austen, 
Carlyle, Ruskin, George Eliot, Thackeray, 
Dickens, Browning, Tennyson, Matthew 
Arnold and the three Bronté sisters. All 
of. these notabilities wrote for The 
Spectator, and a journal whick printed 
the selected utterances of these various 
minds well might claim to be, in large 
measure, the voice of England. The 
portraits of American  contributors— 
Emerson, Longfellow, Thoreau and Mark 
Twain—also are here; for The Spectator 
steadily has aspired to bring the great 
English-speaking Republic of the new 
world into communion with the mother 
country. How The Spectator has pursued 
its ideals is told in “ The Story of The 
1828-1928," by Sir William 
Beach Thomas, a timely publication. 
Here are recorded the comments with 
which the editorial writers chronicled: the 
events of a cyntury. of prodigies. Their 
earliest great battle was .for the Reform 
Bill which modern 
based. It not as a champion 
of levelling doctrines that so con- 
servative a journal fought . Wellington, 
and carried an undaunted lance through 
defeat to victory. It was through recogni- 
tion of the truth that in England order 
and loyalty never have suffered from the 
diffusion of liberty, and that the curbing 
of English liberty alone can be the source 
strife. The principles then ex- 
pounded governed The Spectator’s. policy 
down the succeeding decades. ‘‘ A foolish 
consistency,’’ wrote Emerson, ‘‘is the hob- 
goblin of little minds”’; and newspapers, 
like politicians, sometimes go a headstrong 
way towards sterility rather than revise 
opinions that time has falsified. The 
Spectator could misjudge . Abraham 
Lincoln—‘‘ the rather vulgar personality ” 
—and yet be great enough to acknowledge 
error, and to make noble amends. Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin, whose admiration for 
all venerable and racy English institutions 
justly embraces The Spectator, paid not 
the least of tributes to the great journal 
when he said that among its virtues was 
the fact that always it had been written 
by ‘‘men who had a love and respect for 
their own tongue.”’

The head of a 
Russian noble family applied in the courts 
for an injunction against the auctioning 
‘of certain treasures which, he claimed, 
were his own property. His counsel asserted 
that these articles were taken from his 
palace in Petrograd: after the Revolution. 
The Court rejected this application, and 
held that, as the Russian Government is 
recognised by Germany, its acts of 
sovereignty cannot’ be challenged by a 
German Court. The sale accordingly 
will take place, and will be attended 
by dealers from the principal countries of 
Europe. 
works of art if, as the Soviet Government 
officially states, the treasures which have 
been sent to Berlin are “easily dispensable 
on account of the enormous wealth of 
material which Russia still contains.” The 
private collections of great aristocrats 
have been ‘“nationalised’’ and ‘thrown 
open to the public. The new Russia prides 
itself on its large number of museums and 
art galleries. Outsiders, however, will be 
interested to know the present condition 
of art under a Communist Government. 
The old aristocrats may have had many 
defects, but they were munificent patrons 
of literature and of the arts. We hear 
much of a proletarian art and a proletarian 
music, but we have heard nothing yet 
which encourages - the belief that 
Soviet Russia has produced writers and 
musicians who equal those of the Tsarist 
nineteenth century.

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LORD CONSTABLE. 

Lord Constable, a judge of the Scottish 
Court of Session. died at his residence in 
Royal Circus, Edinburgh, yesterday, at the 
age of 63. He had bern. ill for more than 
two months, and had been confined to -his bed 
for’ some time 

Lord Constable was the youngest. son. of 
the late Mr.. W. Briggs Constable, 
Benarty,; Fiie. Educated at Dolar and 
Edinburgh University, he became an advo- 
in 1889 and a K.C. in 1906 From 
1917 to 1918 he was Sheriff of. Caithness, 
and for a time was ‘Adviser to the Scottish 
Office in connection with military. tribunals 
in Scotland. During the early part of 1920 
he held office as Sheriff of Argtil, and for 
two years was Dean of the baculty of Ad- 
vocates. From March to June, 1922, he 
was Solicitor-General for Scotland, and later 
in the same year he was appointed a Senator 
of the College of Justice in Scotland, when 
he took the Bench title of Lord Constable. 

Lord Constable had taken part in several 
political contests: — He stood as a Unionist 
candidate for: East. Fife in 1900; Kircaldy 
Burgs in 1905; Montrose Burgs in 1908, and 
Blackfriars. Glasgow, in 1910. He was a 
member of the University Court of Edin- 
burgh as assessor to the Lord Rector.

last night for Shanghai thirty-two young 
Chinese, travelling as second class pas- 
sengers, refused to pay their fares. 

Seareely had the ship got clear of the 
concessions area than some of the sor- 
disant passengers held up the lower deck 
istol-point, and fired at and killed 
one Chinese compradore and wounded 
another. At the same time others rushed 
the bridge and overpowered the master 
of the ship, Captain Archibald Cook; the 
Chinese pilot, and a Chinese quarter- 


master. 
CABINS RUSHED. | 
The pirates locked the captain in his 
cabin with his wife and two children. 
The ship was left to drift down the river 
without a helmsman, but subsequently the 
pirates released the captain and tem- 
porarily permitted him to let go his 


anchor. 


Meanwhile another party of pirates had 
overpowered the chief officer, who was the 
only other foreign officer on board. 

The pirates then turned their attention 
to the possibilities of loot, and rushed the 
cabins of four first class passengers. These 
were a French naval officer, Mr. and. Mrs. 
Pepper (probably Mr. Nathaniel Pepper, 
the \merican magazine writer and 
Journalist, who has been studying 
economic and social conditions in China 
on behalf of the Guggenheim Foundation), 
and Mr. Henry Henvis,. former port 
manager of L. E. Gale and Company, 
merchants at Hankow. Mr. Henvis, hear- 
ing the shooting, opened his cabin door, 
and was promptly shot down by four 
pirates, his thigh being shattered.. 


TAKEN OFF WITH THE LOOT. 

Shortly afterwards, the ship being in 
the vicinity of Seven Miles Creek, a 
launch came alongside, and the pirates,. 
who had Bransss as the vessel and 
plundered the passengers of their ‘money 
and jewellery, transferred their loot to 
the launch, complaining bitterly the while 
that their booty was only worth between 
fifteen and twenty thousand dollars. 

No sooner had the pirates taken them- 
selves and their plunder off than Captain 
Cook up-anchored and return to Hankow. 

Mr. Henvis, who was going to the 
United States after eleven years in China, 
was taken to hospital. His condition is 
not considered critical. Mr. Henvis alone 
was robbed of a thousand gold dollars’ 
worth of personal effects, while the other 
foreign passengers, although they escaped 
armeng injury, had their valuables and 
uggage looted. 

According to the ship's staff, the pirates 
appeared to be of the student class and 
spoke Northern China dialects. This par- 
ticular kind of piracy has hitherto been 
confined to South China, but is now 
apparently being tried out on the Yangtze 
as a result of the success achieved down 
South, where the pirates: generally manage 
to get clear away. | ,

GREEK BRIGANDS

A detachment of police left for Varna, 
in Bulgaria, yesterday to bring back to 
Greece the three surviving members of a 
Greek band of brigands who were arrested 
a few days ago by the Bulgarian police, 
and whose extradition was requested by 
the Greek Government. 

The three men for years terrorised the 
countryside round Janina, and early this 
year attacked a mail van, killing eight 
persons and stealing large sums of money. 
They were arrested in Athens, but escaped 
after killing three detectives. Altogether 
they are said to have committed eighty- 
eight murders. 

Escaping into Bulgaria, they set up as 
grain merchants at Varna and worked up 
a large business before they were arrested.

-When the Prince of Wales leaves 
Nairobi on November 14th for his ‘motor 
trip through Southern Kenya, Tanganyika, 
and Rhodesia, the convoy will consist of 
three motor cars and three lorries, all 
fully .equipped, to deal with any 
emergency. 

All three cars have been painted a light 
khaki throughout, including the parts 
normally plated, so that no gleam of light 
may be reflected from the sun and thus 
warn game. Moreover, they. all run very 
silently. ty : 

The lorries are ordinary  trahsport 
vehicles, as used by the King’s African 
Rifles, and will be driven by native 
drivers. Spare drivers will also be carried 
for the cars, but for the most part the 
Prince and members of his suite will drive 
themselves, the Prince of Wales especially 
being particularly keen on taking his car 
through the wild-country to be traversed.

“‘MUSSOLINI’S FIVE TRUISMS. |

through the streets leading from the Plaza. 


DAY OF CELEBRATIONS. 

It is estimated that no fewer than 
seventy thousand ex-Service men took part 
In ‘to-day’s celebrations. AH the streets 
were gaily hung with flags, and crowds 
thronged the streets, where from early 
morning bands paraded playing national 
airs, 

One. of the first official acts of the day 
was the opening ceremony, performed by 
the King of Italy, of the headquarters of 
the Association of War Wounded, at 
which Signor Mussolini and various high 
authorities were present. 

Prior to Mussolini’s speech an imposing 
procession was formed of the ex-Service 
men, having the war wounded at their 
head, and was witnessed by a cheering 
crowd, while aeroplanes flew overhead. 

Afterwards a religious ceremony’ took 
place at the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier, and while the Te Deum was being 
sung, peals rang out from the capital, and 
guns boomed from the hills. 

The whole day, in fact, was a succession 
of patriotic ceremonies, which ended up in 
an -imposing demonstration before the 
Royal Palace of the Quirinal, where 
200,000 people gathered with flags and 
bands, acclaiming the King and Queen. 

Their Majesties appeared several: times 
on the balcony and expressed satisfaction 
at the loyalty of their subjects.

Flight-Lieutenant D'Arcy Greig, of the 
RiA.¥., to-day sped tivrowgh the air at a 
speed never before achieved by any air- 
man, 

He set out to beat the world’s flying 
record of 318.62 miles an hour,. now heid 
by Major de Bernhardi, the Italian airmen. 
‘To elaim 'a new: official record it wes 
necessary “to “exezed that speed by ‘ive 
miles an hour; which would mean travelling 
at 225 miles an hour. Greig failed to sin 
that distinction, but he returned a mean 
speed of 319.57 miles. an hour, 98 miles 
an hour in excess of Bernhardi, 

He can thus claim to have flown threuch 
space at a speed faster than anyone im 
history. On ‘his fastest lap Flix‘tt- 
Lieutenant Greig missed the 325 miles an 
hour by an ace, recording 322.63. 


THE FOUR LAPS. 


The measured distance. which he had to 
‘cover twice each way, was one mile and 
three-quarters, or about seven miles in n'a, 
Under the rules of the Fédérufion 
Aeronatique Tufte? nationale he IS permiutt: d 
to make as mapy flights ever the course 
as he chooses, but the mean speed must 
be calculated from four consecutive runs. 
Flight-Lieutenant Greig made six fights 
over the measured distance. Estimating 
his mean speed, he took the second, third, 
fourth and fifth laps, which worked out as 
follows : — &““ 

Second—322.63 miles an liour. 

Third—316.54 thiles. ' 

Fourth and Fifth Laps—Each 319.56 

This gave a mean speed of 519.57 miles 
an hour. ~ Bernhardi’s record is 318.62 
miles an hour. 

Flight-Lieutenant Greig, who had been 
waiting at Calshot since September, was 
naturally disappointed that. he had rot 
been able to wrest for Britain the coveted 
honour. He found consolation, howe: r, 
in the knowledge that he had exceeded the 
Italian recerd. He accepted the news with 
sportsmanlike fortitude, and with a broad 
smile remarked: “Never mind: I do not 
mind having another whack at it.” 


A BIG CROWD. 

What the next step will be, however, 
rests with the Air Ministry.  Flight- 
Lieutenant Greig has preved himself ene 
of the world’s greatest pilots. Until he 
began to practise for the record attempt 
he had never flown a seaplane, but each 
time he has gone into the air during his 
wait at Calshot. he has handled ithe 
machine with superb skill. To-~lay he heid 
the spectators spellbound by his almost 
magical control. 

The news that he intenced to make an 
attempt to break the world’s record to-day 
brought scores of motor cars to the acro- 
drome. Those who could not obtain 
permits were content to watch ihe 
thrilling spectacle from vantage points 
near the course.” Many peuple watched it 
from boats moored in the river, while 
thousands congregated in ihe streets of 
Southampton, from which they had a 
magnificent view each time (Grete began 
his terrific dive befere entering the 
course at that enc.

Once more 
he made a perfect dive, coming from 1,500 
feet like a person sliding down a water 
chute. Again he straightened out with 
the skill of a master and crashed by. 
Six times Flight-Lieutenant Greig per- 
formed. this wonderful feat. 

When he had completed his final run 
he rose into the heaven and flashed cown 
almost over the heads of those who 
watched him from the castle.

round and then made a perfect landing.

COUNTY RATE COLLECTION. 

At the first of April, 1925, arrears: of 
county rate athounted to i The 
assessments on the county ratepayers for the 
year ended 3lst March, 1926, amounted to 
£5,190,000, making a total of £4,080,000, 
#iectable that year. By 3lst March, 1926, 
£3,176;000 had been accounted for, leaving 
£910,000. ‘The assessments for the year 1926 
to 1927 amounted to £3,220,000, making the 
total for collection that year £4,150,000, of 
which £3,343,000 had been accounted for by 
the end of the year, leaving the amount of 
arrears outstanding £787,000. 

While the progress of the collection as a 
whole leayes much to be desired, it is satis- 
factory to note a tendency towards more 
- punctual fulfilment of obligations, as denoted 
in the percentages of assessments, plus arrears 
of collections, as follows :—

The report points out the relief of rates on 
agricultural land afforded by the Government 
vrant of £599,011 in 1925-1926, and by a 
similar grant in the following year. There 
was a. disposition on the part of some eounty 
councils to make insufficient provision for 
their annual estimates to meet the years 
requirements, and in the Act of 1925 power 
was taken to direct the application of the 
supplementary grant for the year 1 to- 
wards meeting the deficit in current expenses 
of a local authority. Action on these lines 
was taken in six countiés. Generally speak- 
img, there has been an improvement in the 
finances of local bodies, and, in a number of 
counties the public’ services ate being main- 
tained without recourse to overdrafts. 

It is with regret, says the report, that 
reference must again be made to the fact 
that further cases of embezzlement by rate 
collectors came to notice during the period. 
The collectors concerned were criminally 
prosecuted, 

LOCAL AUTHORITIES DISSOLVED. 

During the period under review five local 
bodies were dissolved—viz., the Joint Com- 
mittee of- Management of Cork District 
Mental Hospital, Westport Urban Council, 
Ennis Urban Council, thkeale Town Com- 
missioners and Trim Urban Council. The 
periods of office in the case of the Com- 
missioners administering Dublin. and Cork 
Joroughs and the Dublin Union were 
extended. 

A distinct encouragement to building enter- 

rise was given by the. provision of the 
oi (Building Facilities) Act of 1924 and 
subseguent Housing Acts for the partial re- 
mission of rates on newly erected houses. The 
benefit, however, only applied to certain 
types, and up to 3lst March, 1927, the 
Minister had determined 342 disputes in con- 
nection therewith, of which 156 were 
declared to come under the section. 

Under the Local Government Act, 1925, 
County Councils have been empowered to 
adopt the provisions of the Public Libraries Act, 
1855; for the whole or parts of their counties 
wutside urban districts. General schemes 
have been organised in the counties of. 
Cork, Donegal, Dublin, Galway, Kerry, Kil- 
dare, Kilkenny, Leix, Mayo, Monaghan, 
Offaly, Sligo, Tinpctasy, Wexford and Wick- 
low. The adoption of the scheme was largely 
facilitated by the generous subvention of the 
Carnegie Trust, who, in addition to providing 
capital grants, supplied funds for mainten- 
ence for two years. 

TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 

In July, 1925, the Irish Tourist. Association 
received the approval of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, and the exrenditure 
of local authorities on advertising health and 
pleasure’ resorts has since been mainly con- 
ducted through that Association. In the 
year ended Slst March, 1926, the Association 
received contributions amounting to £2,227 
l3s. 1d., and in the following year £5,169 
ds. 2d. To the additioiial financial facilities 
thus afforded may be largely attributed the 
improvement in organised efforts to promote 
the tourist. industry.

The loans sanctioned for public health dur. 
ing 1925-26 ineluded sums of £90,000 and 
434,000 raised by the Dublin City Commis- 
sioners for waterworks and sewerage pur- 
poses. The large expenditure out of loans 
upon reads for the year ended 31st March, 
1926, was due to the carrying out of exten- 
sive works in Cork City, Dublin County and 
Tipperary and Meath. 

RELIEF OF DISTRESS. 

Cremployment, though not so prevalent. as 
ia previous years, says the report, continued 
to give rise to distress. At the commence- 
went of the financial year 1925-26 the Go- 
vurntirenb made provision for a sum of 
115,000 for financing special relief works, 
and towards the end of that year sums of 
£135,000 and £120,000 were provided. Suit- 
able works were carried out in areas where 
exceptional unemployment and distress 
existed. In almost every case a contribution 
from local funds was made towards the cost 
«f the’ works. In the financial year ended 
Sist March, 1927, provision was made for 
carryaag on works which were uncompleted 
at 3ist March, 1927. but no additional works 
were authorised. As a result of the operation 
of the Act of 1925, the number of audits 
of the accounts of public bodies in 
arrear - has been considerably reduced. 
The © Department's auditors held 158 
half-yearly andits and 249 yearly audits. 
Appeals were received against 858 surcharges 
and disallowances. Of these, 728 were de- 
clared lawful and remitted, 90 were dis- 
charged on merits, 35 were enforced, and in 

cases the Auditors’ reasons were found 
not to be lawful. In 21 other cases the 
amounts surcharged were lodged after audit. 

Under the Local 
Purchasing) Act, 1925, it became the 
Minister’s duty to take the necessary steps 
to enable local authorities to obtain their 
‘supphes* from ‘one or more suitable con 
tractors. During the period under review 
conferences. of local aathorities were held to 
exaynine and review the standard samples and 
Specifications. Every care was taken to 
afford encouragement to Irish manufacturers. 
The number of inspections carried out was 
560. The number of tests made was 219, and 
in 62 instances commodities were not in 
accordance with the official standards. Of 
the latter the greater number of the articles 
were obtained from suppliers other than the 
official contractors. 

The advantages of the system of combined 
vaxchasing has been more widely recognised, 
and local bodies generally are availing them- 
selves of the official list of commodities at 
‘he standard prices. Generally speaking, there 
jas been a downward tendency in p for 
each contract period. 

: PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The census of 1926 has furnished a trust- 
-orthy basis for.the calculation of local death 
ates, and has been of much service to public 
health administration. r town 
districts in 1926 showed a death rate of 15.5 
_per thousand of the population from all

parison with the record of the year 1916, 
when the death rate of the towns amounted 
to 19.3 per thousand, affords evidence of 
gratifving progress in the saving otf life. To 
a variety of direct and indirect causes, some 
with immediate, and others with a slow or 
gradual effect, may be referred the marked 
improvement in modern health conditions. 
Many individual local reforms within . 
sphere of sanitary administration have taxen 
é sn from time to time without syetematic 
record—for example, a gravitation water 
supply will replace dependence on wells and 
pumps—there follows a sewerage system and 
improvement in the housing standards ; 
sanitary conveniences will be introduced. 

No one familiar with conditions as they 
existed thirty years ago can fail to be im- 
pressed by the improvement in housing. and 
the disappearance of the single-room hovel, 
Typhus is being gradually eliminated, and 
there has been a signal reduction of enteric 
fever. There is not & single county, how- 
ever, in which to a greater or lesser extent 
restrictions of finance do not retard valuable 
improvements, which would be effected by 
additional water supplies and- sewerage 
schemes. : 

For sanitary inspectors and Public Health 
nurses a scheme is now being formulated 
which provides for a three-months’ course of 
practical experience,’ supplemented by a 
series of lectures. The Department has also 
in prospect the establishment of central ar- 
rangements for the training and qualification 
of health visitors end school nurses. 

The policy of the Department 1s to en- 
courage and assist voluntary agencies and 
voluntary effort-for maternity and child wel- 
fare. Outside Dublin there are 105 district 
nursing associations, and the nurses act also 
as health visitors in connection with maternity 
and child welfare. 

During the two years under review the 
disbursements from the grant in aid were '— 
1925-26—£14,369, of which £61,065 was re- 
ceived by the Jocal authorities, and. £8,304 by 
86 voluntary agencies; in 1926-27~£15,415, 
of which local authorities received £6,928, 
and 80 voluntary agencies £8,487. 

SCHOOL MEDICAL SERVICE. 

In view of contemplated reforms, it was 
not deemed expedient to press for the in- 
auguration of a school medical service, and 
little progress has been made. In Dublin a 
scheme has been formulated, and it is m- 
tended to inaugurate the service by the 
appointment of two school Medical officers 
and two trained nurses. 

In Cork, where the preliminary survey was 

the following received 
treatment in the year 1926:—At Eye, Ear 
and Throat Hospital and by private practi- 
tioners—(a) Operative treatment, 103; (b) 
refractions, 511; (c) glasses prescribed, 503;

School medical services will be initiated 
without delay in the counties where county 
medical officers have been appointed. 

SCHOOL MEALS. 

The provision of meals for children attend- 
ing national schools in county boroughs and 
urban districts has been found of great assist- 
ance in furthering the interests cf edu "tion,

TUBERCULOSIS. 

In connection with the treatment of tuber- 
culosis the approved institutions contain, in 
all, 2,100 beds specially reserved for tuber- 
culosis patients, and 5,113 beds not 
exclusively so used, can be made available as 
required. The annual disbursements from the 
grant fur tuberculosis for the period were :—

HOUSING. 

At the end of the period under review the 
total number of houses certified for erection 
and reconstruction by private persons and 
public utility societies, since the initiation of 
the grant system, was 7,575.

795 in urban districts, and 135 in towns hav- 
ing Town Comimissioners. The provision of 
over 5,500 in rural areas has surpassed all 
expectations. In the: poorest areas, particu- 
larly on the Western seaboard, improvement 
has been most marked. Even on some of the 
islands on the Western coast, where materials 
had to be shipped in row-boats, houses have 
been built. On Achill and Arran, 27 and 4 
respectively have been provided, and others 
are in progress. 

A further feature worthy of comment is 
the improvement in hór As i and the passing 
of the old-style dwelling, with damp cla 
floors, walls of sods and stones and dual 
windows and perishable thatched roof. Most 
of the new houses are built in masonry or 
concrete, and in place of the manure pit op- 
posite the front door a pretty flower bed may 
often be seen,

DUNDALK PUBLICAN 
PROSECUTED. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE TO INSPECT 
PREMISES. 


“The case affords an example of the im- 
partiality of the Civic. Guards, and might 
have been quoted in the Dail debate.” said 
District Justice Goff at Dundalk, when Owen 
Boylan, a former member of the force, and 
now a publican in Bridge street, Dundalk, 
was charged with a breach of the Licensing 
Act. He added that he had never known of 
the old R.I.C. summoning pensioned members 
of the force. 

Boylan was charged with having men on 
his licensed premises on a Sunday night, and 
Guard O'Hagan eaid that while he was on 
patrol in Bridge street he saw three men 
come from the gate of the premises and then 
rush in and close the gate in the face of the 
Guards. They were kept knocking at the 
door for a quarter of an hour, and when 
admitted there was only one man there. This 
man alleged that he had been en tá 
paper the houee, and produced a bucket of 
paste, One of the men he had seen going into 
the gateway lodged in Bridge street, .and 
later witness went to his lodgings. As witness 
stood in the house he heard a man sy to his 
landlady: “ We had a great escape down the 
yard.” (Laughter.) 

The publican denied that the men referred 
to had been on his premises, and said that 
there was no way of getting out of his» yard 
except by crossing a wall that was at least 
ten feet high. 

The Justice said that he would have to 
inspect the premises, and adjourned the case. 


_ GIFT TO THE NATIONAL 
MUSEUM. 


Dr. Patrick Donnellan, of Castlerea, has 
presented to the National Museum a valuable 
group of antiquities, collected for the most 
part in his. locality., The most striking ob- 
ject in the gift is a beautifully finished ham- 
mer-axe of andesite porphyry of rare type; 
it is semi-perforate, with saddle-shaped de- 
pressions above 2nd below to facilitate the 
lashing with which the haft .was finally 
secured; these depressions have a decorative 
groove carefully chiselled around them, 

According to Mr. L. 8. Gogan, of the 
National Museum, it may be dated to about 
1800 B.C. at an early stage in the bronze age. 
The gift includes a typical Irish copper 
halberd from the same era, as well as two 
well-preserved ‘socketed bronze axes of about 
1000 B.C, 

There is also an unusual vessel of bog- 
butter of much more recent date, in which 
the butter deposited in the bog for curing 
was covered with an animal membrane of 
some kind. The gift was secured through 
the Rev. Michael O'Flanagan, editor of the 
O'Donovan Ordnance Survey Letters.

DISTRICT JUSTICE’S VIEW. 


At Julianstown (County Meath) District 
Court last Saturday, Justice Goff, in hearing 
some summonses against ‘bus drivers for 
exceeding the present speed limit of twenty 
miles per. hour, suggested. to the Guards 
that, in view of the finding of the Traffic 
Committee that a reasonable speed limit for 
"buses and heavy vehicles was 25 miles per 
hour, and that. prosecutions should not hence- 
forth be taken except where that speed was 
exceeded. 

The point arose in a case in which Edward 
O’Hare, of Newry, was summoneed ‘for 
speeds of 25, 22.5, and 21.42 miles per hour 
at Keenogue on dates in September, and 
Mr. Teevan, solicitor, Dundalk, who de- 
fended, put up a strong defence on the 

rounds that, first of all, it was impossible 
or a "bus driver to drive all the way from 
Dundalk to Dublin without exceeding 20 
miles per hour at some points; and, secondly, 
that the purpose of speeding summonses was 
not to compel people to conform strictly .to 
the regulations, but in the interests of public 
safety. He did not think that the State 
could suggest that there was the slightest 
scintilla of risk to the public in a ’bus, fitted 
with hydraulic brakes, travelling at 21.22 or 
even miles per hour. 

He would not like it to go out from that 
Court that the Guards were out simply to 

et convictions, and these cases would, he 
thought, ‘leave the public under that im- 
pression. 

Superintendent Kelly, who prosecuted, 
denied that the cases were brought for the 
sake of bringing cases. 

The Justice said that he appreciated Mr 
Teevan’s points and also the Superinten- 
dent’s. and if the law was being violated— 
particularly frequently violated by the same 
person—the Superintendent must bring cases 
to see that the law was observed. However, 
in view of the Traffic Committee’s report he 
was only going to convict in respect of speed 
of 25 miles per hour, in which case he fined 
the defendant 10s.

HISTORIC. DUBLIN 
ORPHANAGE. 


BISHOP OF MEATH’S ADDRESS, 
At the Harvest Thanksgiving Service in 
the Church of the Female — House, 
North Circular road, Dublin, last evening, 
the Bishop of Meath (Dr. Orr) made an 
appeal on behalf of the Orphanage. 

He said :—The history of this orphanage 
is an' interesting one. The Dublin Protes- 
tant Orphan Society, the progenitor of the 
various country societies which exist through- 


out Ireland, has this year reached the cer. 


tenary of its foundation, but the Female 
Orphan House is some 38 years older. Its 
first location was in Prussia street, where 
it was started in 1790. The family of la 
Touche, who were then one of the mos' 
influential families in Dublin, were largely 
instrumental in founding it, and their 
terest in it continues down to the present 
day. 

A copy of the original prospectus is still 
in existence, and sets forth with great care 


those days, took a keen interest in the 
orphanage, and his eloquent and fervi«l 
appeals on its behalf from time to time pro- 
duced large sums for its support, as much as 
£1,015 being contributed after one of his 
sermons.

APPEAL AT PRO-CATHEDRAL. 
- An appeal in aid of the Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepers’ Society was made by the Rev. 
Joseph Canavan, 5.J., at twelve o'clock Mass 
in the Pro-Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday in 
the presence of a large congregation. 

The Rev. Father Canavan said that in the 
human heart there was a spark of the divine 
compensation for the evil in the world. The 
world was a better place for it, for though 
much was awry and beyond its power to 
mend, it could still heal many hurts. 

Life itself would be a cold delight if, 
liberally endowed with health and posses- 
sions, they were strangers to the compassion 
that sprung from a fellow-feeling with others 
in distress. There were many poor, many 
sick, of whom they knew nothing, in this 
city. They were hidden away out of daily 
sight. They were people who had worked 
hard and paid their way honestly, but whom 
a sudden misfortune had visited as unex- 
pectedly as a street accident. 

Perhaps, it would be objected that the 
State had provided institutions for the relief 
of such people, maintaining them out of the 
rates and taxes, and, this being the case, why 
should we as private persons be asked to 
contribute any more. It was quite true that 
the public authorities provided for the desti- 
tute poor, and, in doing so, they fulfilled one 
of their social obligations... Men and women 
must not be allowed to die of want and 
exposure as long as there were sufficient 
means in the community to provide for them 
and help them ‘to keep body and soul 
together. But this was all. These institu- 
tions preserved life without providing further 
opportunities of regaining economic independ- 
ence. When a poor person, therefore, entered 
& relief institution it was a gesture of despair. 
They did not solve the problem of poverty 
merely. by. keeping «the destitute . alive. 
Charitable relief, to be adequate. must 
provide for the future as well as for the 
present, by helping the recipient as far as 
possible through the assistance received to 
extricate himself permanently from his diff- 
culties. This was what the Roomkeepers’ 
Society did. In the last year the Society had 
helped: 8.710 families, comprising 37,805 
persons. It was burdened with an overdraft 
of £7,199 at. the bank. Would they not, each
